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Upgrading MAT 5 and 
Adding Licenses or Applications 


This chapter provides instructions for upgrading from an earlier version of 
MAT 5 and adding licenses or applications to an existing MAT 5 installation. 


Upgrading from an Earlier Version of MAT 5 


Follow these procedures to upgrade from an earlier version of MAT 5 which 
is already installed on the PC.

Close all MAT applications and terminate MAT. Terminate all 
background MAT tasks. 


Restart the PC. 
At the MAT login prompt, click Cancel. 


Important: Stop any running applications. Close all applications, close 
the Control Panel, and exit any background tasks. 


Insert the MAT 5 CD in the CD drive. 
Choose Run from the Windows 95 Start menu. 


In the listbox, enter d:\disk1\setup (where d: is the CD drive), and click 
OK. 


After reading the Licensing Agreement, click Accept. 
Click Next until the Setup Choices window displays. 
Click Install/Upgrade. 

Enter the serial number and keycode and click Next. 


The screen displays the current destination drive and path for the MAT 
directories: 


e Application Executables (MAT 5 executable files) 
* Common Data (for example, Site and System data) 
e Local Data (for example, PC Event Log) 


Note: |f you want to change these paths, you must uninstall MAT and 
then reinstall. 
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12 Select the applications to be upgraded (always include “Common 
Services” in your selection), then click Next. 


If you have installed Traffic Analysis, a readme message appears 
during installation. Close the window when you are ready to continue. 


If you have installed Call Accounting, you are reminded to install the 
rate tables. Click OK to continue. 


13 If you have installed Call Accounting, do not restart the PC when 
prompted. Do the following to install the rate tables: 


Choose Run from the Windows 95 Start menu. 
Insert the Rate Tables disk 1 in the diskette drive. 


In the listbox, enter a:\setup (where a: is the diskette drive) and 
click OK. 


At the Welcome screen, click Next. 


Select the carriers whose rates are to be installed by clicking 
next to the carrier name (a checkmark appears). Then click 
Next. 


14 If you have update disks, do the following: 


Choose Run from the Windows 95 Start menu. 
Insert the first update disk in the diskette drive. 


In the listbox, enter a:\setup (where a: is the diskette drive) and 
click OK. 


15 After the installation is complete, restart the PC. 
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Adding Applications or Licenses to a Stand-alone PC 


When you purchase additional MAT applications or licenses, you are given a 
new keycode which must be entered in order to add these elements to the 
current MAT installation. Follow these steps to install applications or licenses 
on a PC that runs the MAT software from the local PC hard disk.

Note: Ifthe PC runs MAT over a network rather than from the local hard 
disk, see “Adding Applications or Licenses to Client PCs” on page 79. 


Close all MAT applications and terminate MAT. Terminate all 
background MAT tasks. 


Restart the PC. 
At the MAT login prompt, click Cancel. 


Important: Stop any running applications. Close all applications, close 
the Control Panel, and exit any background task. 


Insert the MAT 5 CD in the CD drive. 
Choose Run from the Windows 95 Start menu. 


In the listbox, enter d:\disk1\setup (where d: is the CD drive), and click 
OK. 


Click Next until the Setup Choices Window displays. 
Click Install/Upgrade. 
Enter your new keycode and click Next. 


The screen displays the destination drive and path for the MAT 
directories. 


Confirm the packages that you have purchased or the application 
licenses that you are adding and click Next. 


If you are upgrading licenses only, click Cancel at the Setup Choices 
Window, then click Exit Setup. This completes your upgrade. Skip the 
remaining steps (you do not need to restart the PC).

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Adding Applications or Licenses to Client PCs 


When you purchase additional MAT applications or licenses, you are given a 
new keycode which must be entered in order to add these elements to the 
current MAT installation. Follow these steps to install applications or licenses 
on client PCs that run MAT from the network. 


Note: If the PC runs MAT from the local hard disk rather than over a 
network, follow the steps in “Adding Applications or Licenses to a 
Stand-alone PC” on page 77. 


Step 1: Add Applications or Licenses to First Client PC 
1 At the PC originally used to install MAT, follow the instructions for 


“Adding Applications or Licenses to a Stand-alone PC” on page 77. 


Step 2: Add Applications or Licenses to Other Clients 


At each additional client PC use the following instructions to install new 
applications or licenses. 


1 Close all MAT applications and terminate MAT. Terminate all 
background MAT tasks. 
2 Restart the PC. 


3 At the MAT login prompt, click Cancel. 


4 Important: Stop any running applications. Close all applications, close 
the Control Panel, and exit any background task. 


Insert the MAT 5 CD in the CD drive. 
Choose Run from the Windows 95 Start menu. 
In the listbox, enter d:\disk1\setup (where d: is the CD drive). 


After reading the Licensing Agreement, click Accept. 
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Click Next until the Setup Choices Window displays, then click Run 
from Network. 


10 Enter your new keycode and click Next. 


The screen displays the destination drive and path for the MAT 
directories. 
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11 Confirm the packages that you have purchased or the application 
licenses that you are adding and click Next. 


12 If you are upgrading licenses only, click Cancel at the Setup Choices 
Window, then click Exit Setup. This completes your upgrade. Skip the 
remaining steps (you do not need to restart the PC). 


13 If you are adding Call Accounting, do not restart the PC when 
prompted.
